The Pathwaie of 
Martian Disci­ 
pline” (1581), b y Thomas Styward, is 
full of plates and ab ounds in q uaint re­ 
marks. Giving tho duties of a provost 
marshal, we find: “ He shall according 
to the lawes punish all offenders with 
out regard or respect of persons, and in 
the market place shall set up a pair of 
gallows, b oth for the terror o f the wick­ 
ed aud for execution upon them that of­ 
fend the lawes. That he aha ll set upon 
all viotualls b rought to the market a 
reasonab le price, that the seller aud the 
b uyer may reasonab ly live b y it.” 
In 
the office of coronel (or colonel—the two 
terms seem to have b een introduced at 
the same time, b ut the latter b ecame the 
favorite), after mentioning his appoint­ 
ing of as many captains as is needful, 
giving 300 men to a company, “ which 
is a convenient numb er, ” for if the men 
are divided into smaller companias too 
much money would b e spent on the offi­ 
cers. With regard to the lieutenant, he 
is to b e “ of great experiences, q ualities 
and b ehavior.” “ The coronel shall also 
examine the selections that the captains 
have made of all tho officers throughout 
their companies, and if they b e such as 
ought to b e, or not much worse he may 
allow them, and not otherwise.” 
Before firearms drove out all other 
weapons it was an ob ject to eq ualize 
the strength of the company, “ the shot 
(as the musketeers came to b o called) 
supplementing the pikes. All the com­ 
b inations of men for drilling which are 
given b y various authors illustrate this; 
thus for the defense from horsemen: 
Place the ranks of pikes every way, 
your shot next unto them, your b ills (or 
halb erds) and ensign in the midst, the 
pikes ends conched down the b etter to 
resist the enemy.” 
All kinds of dodges are taught—thus: 
“ If in sight of the enemy, which is sn 
perior in numb ers, the front rank of 
pikes shall spread out so as to admit tho 
men of the second rank in the open 
spaces. 
But if the enemy manifest a 
real intention of attacking, and there 
b e no place of refuge near, the second 
rank shall return to their places, and all 
shall serrie close together. 
The shot 
shall b o placed in the voward and rear 
ward so that they may skirmish and re­ 
tire as occasion serveth. ”—Gentleman’s 
Magazine.

Within a short time the old home of 
Jefferson Davis iu Richmond will b e 
thrown open to the pub lic as a <Confed­ 
erate museum. The “ White House of 
the Confederacy, “ as it b as b een culled, 
has b een the property of the city fo r 
many years and b as recently b een used 
as a schoolhouse. A room in the house 
will b e assigned to each of the state* 
that seceded for a collection of relic?, 
and in addition there will b v a large 
room for a general museum aud one for 
a lib rary. The first of the state collec­ 
tions—that of Georgia—has hero re 
delved. It was presented to the commit 
tee b y Mr, De Reline on the eighty-sixth 
b irthday of President Davis, June, J 894. 
Among the relics are the capo, gauntlet* 
and sword of General Lee; the plume* 
from General Stuart’s hat; the spy­ 
glasses used b y General Beauregard at 
•the b attle of Manassas, and the col leo 
tions from the various soldiers’ homes 
estab lished throughout the south, in­ 
cluding the Lea Camp Soldiers’ home 
collection, which contains, in addition 
to many rare and interesting relics, the 
skin of Stonewall Jackson’s charger. 
There are also a numb er of manuscripts 
and private papers,—New York Trib ­ 
une.

THE GRAND VIZIER; 


H O W H E IS SELECTED B Y TH E S U L ­ 


T A N AND INSTALLED.

Tho ceremony of “ naming” tho new 
grand vizier is oho of the moet impress­ 
ive sights imaginab le, and as it has 
seldom if over b een describ ed an at­ 
tempt to convey some idea of it may not 
b e without interest. It was toward 4 
o’clock on Saturday afternoon that the 
servants commenced to carry out from 
Djovad Pasha’s rooms at the sub lime 
porte his b ooks, papers, pens and other 
private paraphernalia. 
This was the 
first intimation given to the world that 
tho grand vizier had fallen. Short ly aft­ 
erward troops filed up tho hill and lined 
b oth sides of the road from tho landing 
stage at Sirkidjy to the doors of the 
porte. Tho news spread like fire under a 
wind, Sud b y 5 o’clock all preparations 
were completed for the reception of the 
new occupant of the principal office in 
the empire. In the great council cham­ 
b er the scene was uniq ue in its q uiet dig­ 
nity. The room was crowded with all 
tho high officials present and past, and 
though an hour or two previously none 
there had even guessed what was ab out 
to happen each one took his place si­ 
lently and regularly, without confusion 
or mistake, awaiting the advent of the 
still unknown chief. 
At tb ehead of the hall a small vacant 
space was left, around which grouped 
the present ministers and those who had 
previously held portfolios. As each came 
in he paced dowly up the carpet with 
one short salute. As soon as he reached 
the end all present returned tho terne- 
na’a with a sweep of the hand to the 
ground, b reast and forehead.

Many names were whispered round, 
b ut as their owners entered tho circle of 
greeting their chances were seen to b o 
extinguished. 
One after another they 
followed on, till b y a pr<x'ess of reduc 
lion it b tcamo a q uestion of only two rn 
three, all tho rest o f Turkey’s statesmen 
aud all lier greatest pashas having ai­ 
rt ady trodden the carpet and taken their 
seats of expectation. Then from the 
windows could lie seen a small proc es 
Bion winding up the ascent. In front 
were two horsemen, ho on the left a lit­ 
tle man well known to all the watchers 
in tho chamb er, and on the right the 
Sheikh a1 Islam, shining in the sunlight 
with his rob es of pure white and gold. 
In the passing of a b reath the name 
of Ketchuk Said fluttered round the 
room, and a few moments later tho new 
grand vizier, who had already thrice 
gone through the same ceremony, was 
standing in tho center of the ministerial 
group. There he drew from his b reast a 
green silk b ag, and extracting from it 
the imperial b att he pressed tho parch­ 
ment to his lips and forehead. The dark 
b earded sheikh repeated this homage to 
tho words of his imperial master, and 
the b att wa s handed to tho evrak mo­ 
di ri, or keeper of the archives, who read 
aloud that his imperial majesty the Bul­ 
lan, knowing tho devotion, well proved, 
of Said Pasha, intrusted to him the 
duties of grand vizier, aud that, having 
full confidence in the piety of tho Sheikh 
nl Islam, ho prolonged his term of of­ 
fice, tieing anxious in all things for the 
b est welfare of his people, and might Al 
mighty God b less their efforts toward 
that end. Then again a wave of sweep­ 
ing hands and b ending heads went 
round, aud the sheikh, in full, deep 
tones, offered up a prayer for the sultan 
and tho empire, In a moment tho coun­ 
cil chamb er was transformed into a holy 
place, and tho politicians, pashas and 
scrib e,;, with upturned palms, scemod 
to Lave forgotten for a space the world 
and itn vanities. It would b e hard to 
imagine) anything more striking than 
this prayer, amid such surroundings and 
on such an occasion. 
With it terminated the investiture 
Tho pow grand vizier adjourned to his 
room with his ministry for coffee aud 
a perfunctory cab inet council, aud later 
on the old and new viziers and min­ 
isters lepaired to \rildiz to pay their 
first or last respects to their lord. Mean­ 
while* another b att had arrived, chang 
ing the occupant of tire western wing of 
tho port©, for Said Pasha, who has b een 
minister for foreign affairs for nine 
years, was b idden to vacate his fam il­ 
iar chai? in favor of Turlthon Fash#.*—
